BnwnfORAif, Ala., June 81.— Fire 

broke out in the May Lee cufil mino, 10 
miles from here, yest'^-ilny, euttiii>r off 
60 men from escape, who were working 
in the rear part of tin? mine. The im- 
prisoned men made a dush for the open- 
ing, nuhing throngli fire, smoke and 
flames. Four of the nomber were taken 
cnt dead. Their names are: Jolm 
Whalen, superintendent of the mine; 
(}. W. Baskius, William MoKtniieaild 
an unknown white man. 

When it was known that the mine 
was on fini the 50 nu!ii wlio were im- 
prisoned beKau making efforts toescane. 
The greater p.'U-t of them were loaded 
into the tramears, whieh were drawn 
throuKh the Hames and smoke by meanM 
of wire cables as rapidly as possible. 
Others twik tlnnr ehanees in making a 
dash throufjh the smoke. Some got cnt 
alive, while others were less fortunate 
and fell victims to the smoke and fire. 
Among the latter was Superintendent 
Whalen, who was prostrated and died 
just as he was brongnt oat. 

The work of rescue went on for several 
hours, and by dark every man who was 
alive had Ix-i u taken out of the mines. 
Many of those brouglit out in the tnuu- 
can were snflTocated, as the cars had, of 
necessitv, to be drawn right through 
the smoke that tilled the mine. 

A number of physicians were at the 
. month of the pit, as was also the entire 
population of the town of Lewisbnrg. 
Mothers, wives and children were wild 
with grief, and it was wiu the greatest 
dUBomtjr that they were restrained from 
daahing into the burning mine in an 
effort to resone their lored ones. As 
rapidly as the suffocated mlnenwere 
brongnt ont they were taken In hand by 

Shynoians and efforts made to revive 
tiem. Four died fh>m suffocation. The 
others who were prostrated will, it Is 
thought, recover. 

It IS believed that all the mm have 
been aooonnted for, though later inves- 
tigation may show farther fatalities. 

The owners of the mine are positive 
that it was set on fire. This mine has 
recently stiirtcHl up with new labor, hav- 
ing been closed down previous to tliat 
on account of tlie strike. There is no 
dew as to the incendiaries. 

The fire in the mine is still raginij at 
ft fuiious rate. Tlie fire department 
from Birmingham has been sent to the 
place, and are now fi^,'liting the flames. 

The fire befjan in a lot of refuse coal 
where no work was being (ioiie. It was 
dirtK'tly in the maiiway, and had not one 
of the men working in the mine dis- 
covered it before it had gained great 
headway, not one of the 50 miners wouhl 
have escaped aliv(i. Tlie early discovery 
of the flames enabled marij' to escajx! by 
running thro\igh tlie smoke. Those 
working far l)iw;k in the mine were noti- 
fied as quickly as possible, but when 
they arrived at the fire they could not 
pa£8 and it was then that they were 
loaded in tramears and dMwn throngh 
the smoko and fiomes.

He had in the 
meantime passed four years in thelTiiioii 
army, going out as s.rgeant in the 
Eighty-third Illinois infantry and serv- 
ing about two rears a.s captain in the 
Si.xtteiith Uiiite<l States colored in- 
fant r v. 

He was elected probate judge of La- 
bette county. Kan., in 1S70 and I'^l'^; be 
came district judge in ISV'iand held that 
otlice nine years. He was elected to the 
Forty-eighth, Forty uiuth, Fiftitftli and 
Fifty-first cnni^re.sses as a Republican, 
but weut under in the "AUiaui'e deluge" 
of ISiK). He was promoted to the senate 
by (ioveruor Humphreys of Kansas in 
iK{)i to succeed thi^ late SanatoT Flumb, 

and s«'rved until l)Sit3. 

Mr. Perkins was a readv speaker and 
an able parliamentarian. While a mem- 
ber of the hou.se he was often chosen to 
fill the chair in the absence of Speaker 
Reed.

W.vsiiiN(JTON, .Tunc 21. — Very rapid 
progress was made on the tariff bill yi's- 
terday. Tho income tax on Pag(> 1T'> 
liad been n-ached when the senate ad 
joumed. Only 01 pages of the bill, the 
income tax and internal revenue 
features, remain undi.s]K)sed of, and the 
end of the long debate seems close at 
hand. The remaining features of the 
free Ust were completed yesterday with- 
out friction, both sugar and wool, the 
great controversial items, contrary to 
expectation, not giving rise to debate. 
A yea and nay vote was demanded on 
striking sugar from the free list, while 
the final stniLCj-rle on tree \v(hi1 was jiost- 
poued until the bill should bo reported 
to the senate. 

The administrative features of the 
bill (Sections 33 to 48 inclusive) were 
stricken out, as Mr. Jones exjdained, in 
order to facilitate the passage of the bill. 
If it was deemed advisable later to en- 
act tlie proposed administrative sections, 
it could be done in a separate Mil, he 
added. Mr. Allison intimated that it 
was the wish of the secretarv of the 
treasury to place the new tariff bill in 
force under the operation of the nreaent 
administrative law and if defects were 
found to correct them later on. The 
contest over the income tax, which 
promises to bi i .ytrenn ly interesting, if 
not sensational, will begin at once. It 
is the general exiM i tariou that it will 
occupy .It least two <lays.

INCOME TAX AMENDMENTS. 

A Few CbangM Proposed by tho Sonate 

Plnanea Committee. 

W.vsiiiMiTi IN, June 21.— Senator Vest 
yesti r<lay introduced the ami iidments 
whicli he announced heretofore would 
be oti'ered by the finance committee to 
the income tax provisloms before that 
part of the tariff bill was reached. 

The first of the amendments provides 
that mntnal life insurance companies 
shall not be required to pay an income 
tax upon the sums repaid to their poUoy 
holder as dividends or interest upon the 
surplus premlwns held bj todi com- 
panies. 

The provisions regarding the building 
and loan associations is changed to read 
as follows: "That nothing herein con- 
tained shall apply to loans made by 
building and loan associations to theur 
shareholders for tho ptirposc of enabling 
them to provide for themselves homes." 

It is also by the amendments miule 
the duty of p<'rsons acting as trustees for 
estati s or trusts to vender returns upon 
them when the incomes annually exceed 

$.'1,5(M). 

Another amendment re(iuires the in- 
ternal revenue commissioner to pre- 
scribe the f't)rm of the altlrmation or 
oath re(iuired from the j)resi<lent or 
chief officer of a corporation or company 
in giving the net pnK'ceds of his com- 
l)any. In the jiaragraph relating to 
tlie.se ri furns by cori)orations there is a 
change which provides a penalty fiir re- 
fusing to make returns instead of for re- 
lii>iiig to jiay the jienalties, which is 
e\ideiifly the corretitiou of an mcon- 
gruity in the former print. 

Aiioiht-r aiurau)ue)it exempts fiitU t- 
nal Ixaieficiary societies, orders, or asso- 
ciations ojK'r.iting ujion the lodge system 
and which provide for the payment of 
life, sick, accident imd other benefits to 
the members of such societies and their 
deixiiifients, from the operations of the 
law. 

An exemption is also made in the cose 
of such saving banks, saving institutions 
or 80cietie.4 as have no stockholders or 
members except depositors and no capi- 
tal except deposits; those that shall not 
receive deponts to an aggregate amount 
in anr one year of more than $1,000 
firomtne same depositor; those that siuUl 
not allow an accumulation or total of 
deposits by any one depositor exceeding 
110,000; those that shall actually divide 
and distribute to their depositors, ratably 
to deposits, all the earnings over the 
necessiuy and proper expenses of such 
bank, institution or society, except such 
as shall be awplied to surplus; and also 
those who shall not possess in any form 
a surplus fund exceeding 10 per cent of 
the aggregate depodta.

It held that if 
the April installment is paid and the 
Noveudier installment is .I'.lowid to go 
delinquent, only 0 per centum can be 
added.

Senator Brice was l)efi)re the Senate 
InvistiKatin); Committee last week and 
told what he Icnew of the sugar schedule 
of the Democratic tariff bill. He also 
i-'avc ,-oiiie intcrfstiiix inft)rmation as to 
the McKinley tariff on sugar, and its 
effect on the stock of the tmst. 

Mr. r.i icc >aid that lie bad wat( bed 
the fluctuations in sugar stock during the 
pendency of the McKinley bill in the 
committee and immediately after its 
passage in 1890. At tliat time, he said, 
the sugar trust, with a capitalization of 
$50,000,000, was dealt in very larjiely 
from and after February 20, 1880, more 
than a year and a half before the enact- 
ment of the McKinley act. In January, 
1890, he said, the stock of this corpora- 
tion was (|uot«d at 50 cents on the dollar. 
This was while the McKinley bill was 
pending in the Hoase. The dealings in 
this stock at tliat time, he said, were 
enormous, the fluctuations violent and 
grsat and oontinnoaa while the law was 
taking shape. The bill pasted the Hooae 
April, 1890, and Mr. Brioe asid that in 
May, when it was understood what the 
Senate Committee would do, the price 
liud ijoiw up to 93, ail advaiici' of 4.") per cent.

WEEKLY CROP REPORT. 



The Weather Bureau Beports a De- 
cided Ia»proy«m«nt, Deipite 
th« IMmif • BMt. 



Despite the intense heat, excessive sun- 
shine and almost total absence of rain- 
fall previous to Sunday, the great major- 
ity of correspondents report a decided 
iJ&pfovement in most crops daring the 
past week. Clear weather generally pre 
vailed and the temperature was largely 
in excess of the normal. Only a few light 
showers fell prsvioaa to Saturday ni^t. 
when a belt of thmider storms entered 
the State smd oontlnned throoffhout Sun- 
day and Monday. It is probable that few 
sections of Kentucky escaped these 
heary showers, and reports received indi- 
cate that iMn one-half to one inch of 
rain fell in Varioos parts of the State, the 
western and southern counties appearing 
to have received the most. These show- 
ers will materially enhance the prospects 
for ill! crops, some of which nave 
been siidcriiiK severely for rain. 

Tlie wheat harvest is under full liead- 
way in the western ami central sections 
of the State, and will probably be ('om- 

fleted there durinj; the present week, 
n other portiona the jjrain is ripening 
very rapidly and will be ready to cut this 
week. Ah indicHted in previous reports 
the damage fioiu snow and cold is now 
shown to liavt^ been greatly exajjrKerated. 
It is true that in some few isolated local- 
ities a shortaxe exists, but the ^(Mieral 
tenor of this week's re])(>rts i.s very favor- 
able, and many of them state that nu)re 
than an average crop is being harvested. 
The heads have filled out well and the 
giain is repmrled to be of a uniformly 
good quality. 

Com has made very rapid progress 
daring the week, and from all sections 
the most favoroble reports of it are being 
received. The wSirm weath&r and abund- 
ant sunshine have stimulated its growth 
and restored it to a healthv color, and 
its condition is now probably very near 
the average for the season. The condi- 
tions have been favorable to its thorough 
ooltivsAion, and the ganeMl prospect tot 
it at the present time is very bright. 

The weather conditions have not been 
BO favorable to tobacco, and. correspond- 
ents state that the onuoddi lor the crop 
is gloomy at the present time in most 
parts of the State. But little was planted 
during the week, so that fully one quar- 
ter of the plants are still unset, and 
many of thopp in the fields have died on 
the nill. The complaints of injury from 
lack of rain are general throughout the 
State, though it is probable that the 
showers of the past forty-eight hours 
have brightened the prospects some- 
what. At present, the crop is consider- 
ably behind the season. 

Pastures, meadows and grasses have 
also suffered from absence of rain, and 
are, ^'(>ncrally speaking, in poor condition. 

Oats are short, b«t «• nfMrted t6 b* 
of good quality. 

Gardens have improved somewhat, 
but need rain. Late potatoea promise a 
good yield, bat the aady crop is a little 
short.

Port Smith. Ark . Jane 21.— Details 
of a horrible 8tuu> of affain exiiiting in 
fhe mining region of th« Indian Terri* 
tory hare been brought to this city bj 
evicted miners, a utunber of whom ar- 
rived yesterday. The stories the men 
tell of oppression, hnrcli^hip and cmelty 
to themselveg, their wiv( s aurt children 
by the deputy marshals aud federal 
troops, are similar to those which some- 
times come from Silx'ria. The men say 
that wlii ii it Ih c.uik- apparent that they 
could nut < am a livinj.' at the reduced 
rate (if wafTi s iiml >t;n Ynti(»n ."itaring 
them and tin ir i:iiiiilies in the face, 
power was driven the <le))uty marshals 
to ejeet thein ffMin tlii^ cdiiipany's 
houses, and the work of < vic'tioii he^'an. 

Many of the nit ii werr tlirown hodily 
from tlieir hunies, thrir wivt s and chil- 
dren beaten and liruised and their fur- 
niture and jjersonal etl'eets desfmyeil, 
after which they were loaded into box- 
cars like cattle and shipped oat of the 
ti iTiti iry. 

Tlie stories of brutality tdld by the 
nion from the HartslKirne distnet are 
revoltinjt in the extreme. Au^jnst 
Smith, one of the Hartshorne miners, 
Rays that last Tlnnxlay Iroojjs cam(! at 
liis house and arrest* il him. They would 
not allow him to put on iiis shoes and 
ooat and refu.sed to let the family eat 
breakfast. The .'(olfliers threw his fur- 
niture into a wagon and then asked 
Smith's wife if she wanted to §o. 

"No," she said, "I have worked for 
this home, and it I leave you will have 
to shoot me." 

"The house was built by me and he- 
longed to me," says Smith, "though I 
had no legal title to it. The oommauder 
ordered the privates to put my wife and 
live children ont. They jumped at her, 
one of them pulling a knife, and took 
the baby from her breast. Then four or 
five took her and dragged her and threw 
lier headfirst into the wagon. We were 
then carted to the station and pat in a 
txnoar." 

Dotens of other similar stories are told. 
Host of the miners and families were 
thrown out early in the morning in a 
driving rain and no time ^venthem 
to droM or eat breakfast. In one in- 
stance, a family of four were evicted 
near Anderson. The wife of the evicted 
miner was struck over the head with a 
Winchester and severely maltreated by 
the soldiers. The woman was enciente 
at the time and while being carted t ithe 
railroad station srave premature birth to 
a dead chiM 'I'l.i m ith. r is in a criti- 
cal condition and may not recover.
